BAN ON AXESIOAN FLAHTB HOW, 


fkssldes That Recently Pnt on Frulta. Oreen 


and Dried—State Department PropariiiK 
to Make Some Shar|i^ Protest«—Court De- 
elnlon Tliat Uncle Sam Can Make JNo Ap- 
proprlatlfini* for Sectarian llHee—All That 
Will* liitorcHthig In Congre»« Noted. 
W ashington, 
Feb. 4,—Advices have 
been received from Ambassador W hite 
as to the n ature of the decree in G er­ 
m any sh u ttin s out Am erican fruit. 
It 
would .seem th a t the 
details are not 
obtainable in Berlin, but it is expected 
th at the am bassador will cable the en ­ 
tire decree as soon as he can obtain 
possession of it. 
The im portant facts 
that were established by the advices 
were: F irst, th at the decree of expulsion 
uses the word “Am erican” as descrip­ 
tive of the place of origin of the fruit, 
which would seem to include C anadian 
fruit w ithout question; second, th a t the 
decree, instead of applying only to fresh 
fruit, as w as a t first supposed, includes 
in the prohibition all dried fruits from 
America. 
State 
departm ent 
offlcials 
have not yet recovered from their s u r­ 
prise at the m ethod adopted by the G er­ 
man governm ent of accom plishing its 
object in this m atter, and undoubtedly 
the correspondence to follow will set 
this out very^ clearly. 


Tlirco Oiijnctions to the Method. 


The objection to the course pursued is 
Is throe -l’old. In the first place It is salU 
to be entirely w ithout precedent, and 
di.'scourteous tow ards the Am erican am - 
bas.sador at Berlin, to m ake the decree 
and put it Into effect w ithout the slig h t­ 
est w arning to him. In the second place, 
by m aking the decree take effect 
at 
once and M ‘pping all fruit in tran sit, a 
great injustice is done to shippers, who 
w ithout w arning are made to lose heav­ 
ily on their capital Invested in the fruit. 
Tlilrd, the decree is condemned in that 
It m akes no provision for the adm ission 
of fruit of absolute purity; perm its no 
dem unstrntion 
of 
origin or healthful 
condition, and in fact condemns all 
fruit, good and bad, alike. These con­ 
siderations are to be strongly urged up­ 
on the Germ an governm ent as reasons 
why it shfuld either revoke or modify 
the decree on the lines indicated, before 
any m ore raalcal action is taken. 


A New CaiiHO uf Coniplulnt. 


B ut while the state departm ent 
is 
preparing to tackle the G erm ans on this 
qut'stion 11 se(*ms th at the Germ ans art* 
trying to give us some “more of the 
sante.” A I'.erlin telegram says; “It is 
announced th a t the bunde.srath (federal 
council) in i/.( nary sitting yesterday 
ar)proved Its cotuittee’s proposal th a t a 
decree should be Issued prohibiting tho 
Im portation from Am erica of live plaiitr* 
and shrubs and packages containing th» 
sam e. Tho decree will also, in a certain 
m easure, affeot American fruits. Thest 
are to be examined by experts on thei;' 
arrival at G erm an ports and packuget 
found to be ini'ected with the fruit loust* 
will be e:<eluded. 
Instructions to this 
effect will be issued to the customs au- 
thoritle.s, Thi.'^ announcem ent, which Is 
m ade by an oifirlal agency, appears to 
indicate a m easure distinct from 
tht 
decree issued t n Tuesday by Dr. Mlquel. 
the I'russlan m inister of finance, pr«»- 
hlbltli'.g the Im portation of every kind 
of American fresh fruit, but it is dil!i- 
culi to nscertfiin the exact details. The 
bundesrath’s m easure, It is pointed out. 
is far le.ss stringent than sim ilar m eas­ 
ures at pre.sent enforced in individual 
states of the American Union.’ “

He 
transm its a notice Issued by the chief 
of police at S tu ttg art to the effect that 
m ost of the sam ples of Am erican ap- 
plelngs, or dried apples, taken from the 
local retailers show the addition of me­ 
tallic zinc. 
This com palaint w as m ade 
to the departm ent first about two years 
ago, the assertion being m ade th a t tho 
Silne was present in the apples because 
“the Am ericans dry the fruit on zinc 
tray s instead of wooden bars as we do.” 
Im m ediately one of our consuls In G er­ 
m any visited an agricultural exposition 
then going on in Germany and reported 
th a t all ofthe fruH evaporators exhib-. 
ited, about fourteen in num ber, were 
fitted with the alleged harm ful 
zinc

number of 600 geranium flowers to 
yield a pound of their oil.

enough to convince the smelling buyer 
that ho has got tho right thing on the 
spot.—Chambers’ Journal.

*'A thing that struck me about tho 
hansom cabs in London—this was some 
years ago, but 1 gness it’s just the same 
now,” said a citizen of this town, “ was 
the fact that the lamps they carried all 
bad in the back a red glass about as big 
as the end of a good sifted spool. When 
the lamps w-ere lighted at night, they 
all sliowed these two little red disks at 
tho rear.
